Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Blasberg and Mr. Pasternack requested the interview to discuss 
the inventor's Declaration filed under 37 CFR 1.131 to overcome the Carter reference. The Examiner had previously 
indicated the declaration was ineffective because Carter claimed the same invention as applicant. Review of the 
current claims pending in the Carter application revealed that Carter no longer claims the same invention. The 
inventor's Declaration will be reconsidered. Examiner Grosso noted that the provisional double patenting rejection 
would still be proper for claims where Carter is not cited as a secondary reference. Examiner Grosso advised that he 
was aware of two additional patents that are not currently of record in the application but may be pertinent. They are 
Greer (3,847,182) and Tsai (6,401,966)..
